Three companies said Friday 
they were removing the food ad­ 
ditive 
monosodium 
glutamate 
from their baby food products. 
Gerber Products Co., the na­ 
tion’s largest maker of baby 
foods, said it was discontinuing 
the use of the additive “because 
a tremendous amount of unwar­ 
ranted publicity has served to 
confuse the consumer.” 
Beech Nut Inc. and H. J. 
Heinz Co. 
made similar an­ 
nouncements. 
A recent study by Dr. John 
Olney, a St. Louis medical re­ 
searcher suggested that mono­ 
sodium glutamate could cause 
brain damage in very young an­ 
imals. There was no proof it 
could be harmful to human ba­ 
bies. 
Monosodium 
glutamate 
is 
added in small quantities 
to 
baby foods and other foods to 
enhance the flavor. 
Dan Gerber, chief executive 
of the firm headquartered in 
Fremont, Mich., said “ We know 
from 
the long-established re­ 
search that monosodium gluat- 
mate is a safe and wholesome 
ingredient in baby food.” The 
firm said it first put the additive 
in its products 18 years ago. 
The company says it makes 57 
per cent of all the baby food 
sold in the United States. 
Beech Nut Inc. said it would 
discontinue using the additive 
for all products pending studies 
| by the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration. The firm said only mi­ 
nor amounts were used in its 
baby foods. 
The H. J. Heinz Co. said its 
action was taken due to public 
concern, adding that monoso­ 
dium glutamate had been only 
in limited products. Like Ger­ 
ber. the Heinz company said it 
believed the use of the additive 
will be “vindicated by more 
accurate and scientific findings 
than those now available.”

Research Needed 
The new M cClure w ell w ill 
yield 18 to 20 billion cubic feet 
of gas daily, plus condensate, a 
m aterial he described as “ look­ 
ing something like kerosene) 
and m arketable as a gas pro­ 
duct, M cClure said. The suc­ 
cessful w ell follows the failure 
of 56 others in northern M ichi­ 
gan since 1966. 


M cClure and others said it 
would take six to IO years of 
research, discoveries and opera­ 
tions before the potential of the 
area could be reached. 
He said his company served 
as a “ catalyst,” bringing toget­ 
her the financial resources for 
the discovery after the research 
had been done and the hope 
was confirm ed by a M ichigan 
State U niversity computer. 
The legislature appropriated 
$750,000 under Bursley’s b ill in 
1963 and another $650,000 for 
30 more research projects in 
1965. The 1965 grant gave $37,-

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Coho Nightmare 


The fish management zone plan proposed by 
the fish division of the Michigan I>epartment of 
Natural Resources for the waters of this state is 
unrealistic without the active cooperation of 
other states and Canada. 
Should such cooperation be forthcoming 
(although there is no indication that it is) the 
wisdom of making the Great Lakes a salmon 
fishermen’s dream come true is open to serious 
question. Yet this emphasis on the protection of 
the planted coho is the foundation upon which 
the DNR has structured its latest fish manage­ 
ment plan. 
Michigan’s DNR Commission has “unani­ 
mously endorsed in principle “a plan that is not 
in effect light now because of the opposition of 
the commercial fishing industry. The delay was 
granted after a hearing in Lansing that was re­ 
markable for the weight of testimony in favor 
of the DNR plan, and remarkable also that the 
DNR report of the hearing should have relegated 
the opposition of the commercial fishermen to 
one short last line on page three. 
Michigan has so many existing rules and 
regulations governing the taking of fish from 
its waters that it would seem there is no need 
for more. 
Lacking, says the DNR, is a firmer, strong­ 
er, more restrictive hand on the commercial fish­ 
ermen’s shoulders. And so the zone manage­ 
ment plan, if adopted, would I - Put the Michi­ 
gan commercial fishery in an even more un­ 
favorable competitive situation with other states 
and Canada; and 2 - Put them out of business 
eventually. 
*

♦ 
Meanwhile the DNR continues fish plantings 
(principally coho salmon) in Michigan waters for 
the purpose of satisfying the sports angler in 
his continuing pressure for better fishing. 
These coho are given first consideration and 
vast water areas not now* designated sports fish 
or coho waters will be set aside for the pleasure 
of the hook and liner. The water areas open to 
commercial fishermen who are engaged in the 
business of supplying fish for the public table 
will be more severely reduced. 
Commercial fishermen do not deliberately 
try to net cohos — not even in Canada where 
the fishermen can legallv take all the Michigan- 
planted salmon they wish. 
Norm Baldwin, executive secretary’ of the 
Great Lakes Fishery Commission, commenting 
on the approximately 40,000 salmon netted in 
Lake Huron by Canadian commercial fishermen 
said: “Many fishermen using trap nets for yvhite 
fish and pickerel also netted salmon. I don’t be­ 
lieve these fishermen really wanted the salmon."

Like a huge pond of 95,000 square miles, the 
Great Lakes are in need of rational use rather 
than exploitation to satisfy the people with “co­ 
ho fever.*’ 
There’s no point in Michigan planting sal­ 
mon on one side of the pond while they are be­ 
ing fished out on the other side; nor is there jus­ 
tification for denying Michigan people their fair 
share of food fish for their dinner tables in the 
guise of “protecting” the salmon from Michi­ 
gan’s commercial fishery. 
J. D. Roseborough, supervisor of the fishery 
section, fish and wildlife branch, Ontario De­ 
partment of Lands and Forests, says Ontario is 
not considering legal steps against Canadians 
netting salmon. 
“This is an experiment (salmon plantings) 
and more information is required before stop­ 
ping one inlustrv to help another. Why stop one 
industry that a lot of people are dependent on to 
let a new’ species survive?” 
Michigan’s “coho fever” has induced more 
than a dream. Ifs a nightmare. The sooner Dr. 
Wayne Tody, czar of the DNR’s fish division, 
and the DNR commission awaken to the reality 
of the situation, the better for all of Michigan’s 
citizenry.

Since the cost of operating 
the library’s branch in Escana­ 
ba, W’hich 
serves 
the entire 
Upper 
Peninsula, 
is 
about 
$100,000 a year, the fear is Im­ 
mediately 
created 
that 
the 
State library might react to 
the reduction by eliminating 
its U. P. Branch. 
lf this were to happen the 
Upper Peninsula would not be 
left without State Library ser­ 
vice, but it would be returned 
to the situation that prevail­ 
ed before the U. P. Branch 
was created in 1956. 
Upper 
Peninsula 
libraries 
and persons without library 
service would 
then 
have 
to 
mail or phone their requests 
for boohs to the State Library 
at Lansing. 
This would 
not 
only make state library service 
in the U. P. much slower than 
it 
is 
at 
present 
with 
the 
branch, it would end the big 
walk-in service at the branch. 
Closing Would Hurt 
Upper Peninsula public and 
school librarians, book borrow­ 
ers. the colleges and universi­ 
ties and all friends of cultural 
and educational 
development 
in the Upper Peninsula would 
consider it a great step back­ 
ward if the state were to close 
its branch library in tile Upper 
Peninsula. 
Typical was the comment of 
Dr. Richard 
Rinehart, 
presi­ 
dent of Bay de Noc Communi­ 
ty College in Escanaba, who 
said: “We are working hard to 
build our own college library, 
but we would regard closing of 
the State Library Branch in 
the Upper Peninsula as a great 
loss to the college and to the 
U. P. public.’ ’ 
The Upper Peninsula report­ 
ed in the 
1960 census 
that 
nearly 23 per cent of its people 
over 25 had had less than 8 
years of schooling and that 62 
per cent hadn’t 
finished high 
school. Both these figures are 
above national averages in lack 
of educational attainment. 
And the picture is actually 
darker than that because in 7 
of the 15 U. P. counties per­ 
sons with less than 8 years of 
schooling averaged 27 per cent 
of the population and such 
persons are sometimes called 
“functional illiterates.” 
More Libraries Now 
In such a situation the aids 
to 
schooling, 
and 
especially 
those to the adult population 
which is usually considered as 
beyond school 
years 
become 
specially important. The com­ 
munity 
school 
courses, 
the 
community college courses for 
make-up and improvement, the 
high school diploma programs 
for adults all take on special 
meaning. And wherever these 
activities are underway; wher­ 
ever people are reading and 
studying and learning, library 
usage grows. 
There are more 
and more 
libraries. 
The 
good 
schools 
have them now at all grade 
levels; industries 
have them, 
and, of course, the public lib­ 
raries serve everybody. 
And 
the State Library and its U. P. 
branch essentially 
serve the 
libraries, supplying them with 
the books that their users ask 
for and which they lack in 
their own collections. 
The State Library and its 
U. P. Branch also supply book 
needs 
directly 
to 
borrowers 
where there are no library ser­ 
vices, to that ap one in Michi­ 


gan need be without 
library 
service. 
Actually, 
however, 
experi­ 
ence shows 
that 
the persons 
near the libraries, like the per­ 
sons near the colleges, make 
the mort use of them. 
Services Change 
Experience also 
shows that 
the public libraries are chang­ 
ing their services. The number 
of books of fiction and other 
diversionary type reading that 
they provide 
goes down and 
the more serious type of books 
an science, biography, history, 
commerce, 
government, 
the 
arts, etc., increase. People have 
many more needs for reference 
than they used to have and 
they turn to the libraries for 
most of the answers. 
This dependency has become 
so heavy that it naturally in­ 
cludes 
some 
fringe 
requests 
that raise the librarians’ eye­ 
brows. They’re perplexed by 
such actual 
requests 
at the 
U. P. Branch as the ones for 
“a picture 
of the Rock of 
Ages” and “some material on 
creation.” Some 
of the

quests show a flattering but 
overconfident 
belief 
in 
the 
ability of the libraries to an­ 
swer all questions but the lib­ 
rary attempts to answer them. 
Works With Schools 
Most of the U. P. Branch’s 
business 
is 
done 
with 
the 
schools. There are 14 school- 
public 
libraries 
among 
the 
public libraries or the U. P. 
(Gladstone and Manistique are 
examples) and they get more 
Branch books than the public 
libraries 
because 
of 
school 
needs, but the public libraries 
initiate most requests. 
The 
Branch — has 
56,000 
books in its own collection and 
it telephones requests to the 
State Library at Lansing every 
morning for books which have 
been requested and which it 
doesn’t have. If the State Lib­ 
rary doesn’t have them, either, 
it asks the University of Michi­ 
gan Library for 
them. 
This 
kind of sharing of resources is 
going on in the Upper Penin­ 
sula, too, in the new library 
federations. 
Whan the Branch asks the 
State Library for a book for a 
U. P. borrower, he should have 
it in four or five days, be­ 
cause of the “hot line” service. 
Last 
year 
the U. P. Branch 
sent out more than 5,000 pack­ 
ages containing from one to 50 
books. 
While most schools now have 
libraries, some of them have 
meager book 
collections and 
even the better ones are apt 
to lean on the local and state 
public libraries. Books cost a 
lot. It’s hard to keep 
topical 
books timely. It just makes 
good sense, say librarians, to get 
maximum use out of books by 
circulating them as widely as 
possible while they’re at the 
peak of their usefulness.

Harper’s correspondence:

The 
State Library 
provides photo 
copies of magazine articles up 
to 50 pages free af charge to 
any state resident if the re­ 
quest comes through a public 
Library.”

Marie’s claim to be 
the third oldest permanent set­ 
tlement in the U. S. The State 
Library found 4 cities settled

Study To Probe 
Pollution Control 
By Lake Vessels 


ANN ARBOR — Pollution con­ 
trol agencies would like Great 
Lakes vessels to stop dumping 
their raw waste overboard. But 
to treat it, many watermen pro­ 
test, would cost too much. 
But just how much extra cost? 
The answer, which a Universi­ 
ty of Michigan expert hopes to 
get, will be helpful both to the 
regulating agencies and to the 
marine industry and pleasure 
craft owners. 
“Although 
watermen 
seem 
willing to take corrective steps, 
there is controversy over the de­ 
gree of correction necessary, 
and over what measures they 
can accept without being undu­ 
ly burdened,” explained Prof 
John B. Woodward of the U-M 
department of naval architec­ 
ture and marine engineering. 
Study Funded 
If a complete prohibition of 
waste discarge is enforced in 
the future, or if discharge is 
permitted only after high-quali­ 
ty purification, What will it cost 
Great Lakes watercraft in de­ 
sign and operation? To find out, 
Prof. Woodward has 
just 
re­ 
ceived a research grant from 
the University under the Nation­ 
al 
Science 
Foundation’s 
Sea 
Grant Program. 
The principal aim of the study, 
Woodward said, “is to furnish ex­ 
pert guidance for the regulating 
agencies in their attempts to es­ 
tablish effective rules in the face 
of opposition from the marine 
industry and 
pleasure 
craft 
owners.” 
A number of typical 
Great 
Lakes vessels, ranging from bulk 
freighter to small sail yacht, 
will be studied, Woodard said. 
For these craft, he noted, work­ 
able systems of non-discharge 
waste disposal are commercial­ 
ly available. They include hold­ 
ing tanks, recirculating flush sys­ 
tems, and incinerators. Systems

— The new West German gov­ 
ernment, in office less than a 
week, has increased the interna­

exchange 
rate of

mark to combat inflation and 
keep the

Only ll of the 83 antlerless 
deer hunting areas in Michigan 
were undersubscibed by a total 
of 335,500 applicants for per­ 
mits, and seven of them are ir 
the Upper Peninsula. 
The total number of appli­ 
cants is the second highest in 
the 15-vear history of general 
antlerless deer hunting in the 
state, surpassed only by the 
362,000 applicants of 1965. 
Upper Peninsula areas that 
were undersubscribed are Nos. 
4, 5, 7 and 8 along the Wiscon­ 
sin border, 16 in the Pictured 
Rocks country, 19 in th* Curtis 
section and 26, covering Bois 
Blanc Island, which is part of 
Mackinac County. All appli­ 
cations for those areas will be 
filled. 
The state this year set up 98 
permanent “deer management 
units” in which boundaries will 
not change from year to year 
although regulations will be de­ 
termined by herd and range 
conditions. Twenty-six of the 
98 areas are in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. • 
Areas in the Upper Peninsula 
closed to antlerless deer hunt­ 
ing but open to buck hunting 
are all of Keweenaw County 
and parts of Houghton, Onto­ 
nagon.

VATICAN CITY (A P) - Pope 
Paul VI has served notice that 
he would accept only moderate 
and gradual changes in the Ro- 
mnn Catholic Church. 
He denounced what he called 
a 
“hurried need for revision” 
and said it would lead to “corro­ 
sive 
self-criticism 
and 
even 
self-injury.” He called on the 
half-billion 
Catholics 
to have 
trust in his guidance. 
The Pope’s remarks, made to 
his weekly general audience in 
St. Peter’s Basilica, appeared 
timed at cautioning against ex­ 
pecting radical and immediate 
reforms to come out of the 
world bishops’ synod now meet­ 
ing at the Vatican. 
The synod gave liberals an­ 
other victory today by in effect 
rejecting 
a 
Curia-prepared 
working paper’s heavy empha­ 
sis on papal primacy. 
The synod voted instead to ac­ 
cept a working paper backed by 
liberals as the basis for “further 
investigation” of the doctrine of 
collegiality. This document, pre­ 
sented to the 146-member synod 
Oct. 13 by the Vatican’s top au­ 
thority on 
faith 
and morals, 
Franjo Cardinal Soper, is seen 
as providing more of an opening 
for bishops seeking a greater 
say in Church government. 
At his public audience, the 72- 
year-old pontiff also denounced 
d i s o b e d i e n c e against the 
Church’s hierarchy af bishops. 
He apparently was alluding to 
instances of priests, nuns and 
lay people setting up unauthor­ 
ized “communities” opposed to 
their local bishops. 
The pontiff said he did not 
want to interfere with the syn­ 
od’s “complete liberty.” He de­ 
scribed himself as a spectator, 
at least tor the time being. 
Ha advised the audience that 
the synod was trying to 
find 
ways of decentralizing hierar­ 
chical power 
away from the 
Holy See. 
He did not give his own opin­ 
ion on decentralization, but told 
the synod when it opened Oct. ll 
that he would try to give bish­ 
ops a more "organic sharing” 
of authority.
